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The Sale of Fertilizers. 

Frequent mention is being made o 
increased sales of fertilizers, and from 
this it is being argued that there will be 
a large increase in the cotton acreage 
during the coming season. 

Whether there is such an actual in- 
crease in the sale of fertilizers we haVe 
no means of knowing, save from those 
whose interest it might be to uphold 
the theory of a rushing business. Even 
were the statement a fact, an jncreasedq 
acreage would not necessarily follow, 
There are, on the contrary. reasons 
why we should conelude that it would 
be less than last year. a result which 
would be creditable to our farmers. 

It must be recollected that with the 
advanced price of cotton the past sea- 
son, there has been a corresponding ad- 
vance in the price of seed, with the ef- 
fect of !argely increasing the sales. We 
have information from one importanr 
cotton center that there has been such 
a cleaning out of the seed for sale that 
now the producers are awakening to 
the fact that in their anxiety for high 
prices they have overlooked the neces- 
sity of seed for planting. From this 
it will be seen that the loss in home 
fertilizers through the use of eotton 
seed will have to be made good by the 
purchase of commercial fertilizers. for 
which deduction wi'l have to be made 
in anv estimates made upon the basis 
of fertilizer sales.

He Shows No Effects of His Philip- 
pine Campaign. 


TALKS OF HIS FOREIGN EXPERIENCE 


He Says That He Has No Complaint 
To Make of His Treatment by 
General Otis. 


General Joseph Wheeler was in Atlanta 
yesterday for a few hours en route from 
San Francisco to Washington, where he 
goes to urge upon President McKiniey 
the acceptance of his resignation as briga- 
dier general of volunteers and to make a 
demand for his seat as congressman from 
Alabama, 

General Wheeler arrived in the city over 
the Atlanta and West Point at 11:30 
o'clock and remainei in Atlanta until 
1:10 o'clock, when he left over the South- 
ern, 

General Wheeler's visit to Atlanta was 
not generallv expected, and for this rea- 
son only a few of his friends were at the 
depot to greet him. There were several 
of his old comrades, however, vwho had 
heard of his coming and these greetzd him 
cordially in his sleeping car. 

General Wheeler shows little »ffects of 
the arduous campaign in the Philippines, 
and his eye isfas bright and Pig step es 
elastic as ever. 

To his friends he talked interestingly of 
the war in the Philippines. In speaking 
of his part in the campaign he sefraiaed 
from any comment on his treatment by 
General Otis, simply stating that he had 
been assigned\to certain duties and that 
these duties he had performed to the }est 
of his ability and without questioning . 

He said that the Filipinos are an intelli- 
gent people and that the-majority of them 
are opposed to war and bloodshed, that 
they had had their minds poisoned in re- 
gard to the Americans, and that this had 
engenderéd a fear which had § caused 
much of the trowble. The rebe) leaders 
had used every effort to stir up strife, but 
that they had only managed to induce 
about 1-16 of 1 per cent to take up arms. 
Many had discovered the mistake they 
were laboring under, and were only too 
glad to lay down their arms. 

General Wheeler said that he was satis- 
fied that Aguinaldo was still in the island 
of Luzon, and that he thought it impossi- 
bie for him to escape. 

As to the capacity of the Filipinos for 
self-government, he said that under cer- 
tain conditions he thought them in every 
way capable, That of the several forms 
that have been tried many had proved 
successful. ms

on the increased responsibility of America 
as regards trade conditions between this 
country and ‘he orient.
